WASHINGTON COURT HOUSE, 
O., Mareh 5.—Mal 8. Daugherty, 
brother of former United States 
Attorney-General Harry M. Daugh- 
erty and a figure in the Senate's 
investigation of oil land leases sev- 
eral years ago, today faced a 
prison sentence for abstracting 
funds while president of the closed 
Ohio State Bank. 

Daugherty was found guilty late 
yesterday by a Fayette County jury 
which took but one ballot. The 
former banker, whose three weeks’ 
trial was interrupted by the death 
of his aged mother, sat unmoved 
as he heard the verdict. He is 65 
years old. 

His attorneys announced a mo- 
tion for a new trial would be filed, 
pending which sentence will be 
delayed. He was found guilty on 
all five counts of the indictment, 
each of which carries a maximum 
sentence of 30 years’ imprisonment 
anda fine of $10,000. 

Sixteen. indictments were _ re- 
turned against Daugherty as a re- 
sult of the failure of the bank last 
May and his subsequent bank- 
ruptcy, but he was tried on only 
one indictment involving abstrac- 
tion of $5350. 

John Perrill, wealthy farmer, 
signed two blank checks which 
Daugherty filled in for a total of 
$5350 and credited it to his account 
according to the evidence.

Calvin Resolution Is Killed 
by Amendment Which 
Carries. by Vote of 78 
to 51. ae 


By BOYD F. CARROLL, 
The’ Jefferson City Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. he 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 6.— 
The -House of Representatives this 
afternoon defeated the Calvin reso- 
lution proposing a referendum in 
Missouri in the 1932 election to de- 
termine sentiment on repeal or 
modification of prohibition laws, 
The defeat was accomplished 


through adoption, by a vote of 78 
to 51, of an amendment by, Repre- 
sentative Whitaker of Hickory 
County to strike out all of the res- 
olution after the enacting clause. 
The 61 votes mustered by the 
wets was the greatest strength they 
had shown in recent years in the 
House. 

Whitaker asserted there was no 
legal method of submitting such a 
questionnaire on the initiative and 
referendum ballot and that a. joint 
and concurrent resolution could be 
used only for submission of a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment. 
Calvin’s resolution proposed to 
submit three questions, to deter- 
miné sentiment for repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment, to repeal 
the State “bone-dry” law and to 
modify the Volstead act. 


Vote of St. Louis Group. 


All the St. Louis delegation of 19 
members supported Calvin’s reso- 
lution except four, Davies, Fisher, 
Lemon and Rens, who were absent. 
The three St. Louis County Repre- 
sentatives and seven of the 10 Jack- 
son County members voted favor- 
ably on the resolution. Two Jack- 
son County members, Joffee of 
Kansas City and Kirby of Inde- 
pendence, voted against’ the pro- 
posal and Damon of Kansas City 
was absent. The other 26 votes fa- 
vorable to the resolution were 
widely scattered. 
The vote was the largest received 
by a wet measure in the House in 
recent years. A slightly larger vote 
was cast in support of a wet pro- 
posal earlier in this session, but the 
vote was in opposition to a motion 
to table it. 
Immediately after the House 
adopted the amendment by Whit- 
made a tion 
that Mrs. elle’ Burger off ee 
field, president of the Missouri 
Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, who was present, be invit- 
ed to address the House. The 
House defeated the motion, with- 
out any discussion. Mrs. Burger 
and P. A. Tate, superintendent of 
the Missouri Anti-Saloon League, 
were on the floor of the House 
during part of the discussion of 
the Calvin resolution. 


Representative Calvin of Frank- 
lin County, who introduced the res- 
olution, said the drys had been at- 
tempting to “muddy the water” 
since the resolution had been intro- 
duced, * He said it merely was a 
move to obtain an expression from 
the majority of the voters in Mis- 
souri and that an attempt to blpck 
it was unfair and designed to pre¢ 
vent am expression of sentiment. 

Calvin said Tate “as been run- 
ning up and down the aisles of this 
House for days, asking members to 
vote against this resolution and 
that .the' Anti- 
Saloon League does not want it 
passed.” 


Says Drys Admit Weakness.’ 


Calvin declared the drys were 
confessing weakness in Missouri 
when they contended the State was 
dry by a large majority, but were 
attempting to prevent any test of 
sentiment. ‘ 


Representative Joffee, Kansas 
City, urged adoption of Whitaker's 
amendment. He said more respect 
for law was needed and that pro- 
hibition could be enforced. 
Representative Wolff, St. Louis, 
said there would be no doubt of 
the result if the dry members who 
drank wet would vote as they 
drank. “I would lke to know 
how many of you wet drinking, 
dry voting members know the ac- 
tual wet and dry sentiment in your 
counties,” he said. “This is a fair 
means of finding out.” . 


Attacks Lobbying by Drys. 


The lobbying of drys against the 
Calvin resolution was attacked by 
Representative Rebo of Clark 
County, who said, “It is most dis- 
gusting when the drys send a lot 
of hirelings to the legislature to 
tei me how to vote.” Rebo said 
he never had taken a drink, but 
Was “as wet as the ocean.”* 

He said prohibition had failed to 
prohibit. “We have all the hooch 
we want,” he said. “What man 
in this hall can’t get all the liquor 
he wants? More liquor its being 
consumed in my home town of 
Alexandria than ever Was used be- 
fore the eighteenth amendment 
was Adopted. 

“We haven't bettered conditions 
any with prohibition, and condi- 
tions now are worse than they 
were before. My county voted dry 
the last time but I believe it will 
vote wet the next time.”

WASHINGTON, March 5.—Pub- 
lic control of hydro-electric power 
development will be.an important, 
issue in the 1932 presidental cam- 
paign, and the Democratic nomi- 
nee must take a strong stand on it 
in order to win, in the opinion of 
Alfred EB. Smith, who was the par- 
ty nominee in 1928. 

Former Gov. Smith told the cor- 
respondent in an interview last 
evening that his remarks about 
power on the preceding day ap- 
parently had been misunderstood. 
He had been quoted as saying that 
“if power is an issue in’ 1932 it 
will have to be a secondary issue, 
because people cannot understand 
it.”” 

“Somebody asked me if I thought 
power would be.the principal issue 
in the next presidential campaign,” 
he explained. “I replied that I did 
not think so, because the people of 
the country, as a whole, are not 
sufficiently interested in it. I did 
not mean to say that nobody is in- 


terested in it. On the contrary, I 
realize that in many sections of the 


country it is the leading issue in 
the public mind. The 1930 elec- 
tions proved that. 

W wer Control a Factor. 

“Now get me right on this. I 
believe that power, and especially 
public control of waterpower de- 
velopment, will be an important is- 
sue in 1932, and I believe the Dem- 
oératic nominee will have to take 
a strong stand on it. It is already 
an issue, and its importance will 
continue to grow. At the present 
time, however, it does not seem 
to be properly understood except 
in “the ‘states and localities most 
directly affected by it.” 

He declined to enter upon a dis- 
cussion of the power problem it- 
self, saying: “I don’t think this is 
the time or place for me to be- 
come involved in that controversy.” 

The correspondent got a distinct 
impression that Smith believes pro- 
hibition and economic conditions 
are certain to rank highest in pop- 
ular interest in the 1932 campaign 
thus to some extent obscuring the 
power issue, although he thinks 
the latter is likely to have impor- 
tant consequences in a number of 
states. 


At a press conference earlier in 
the day, the former New York Gov- 
ernor was asked point blank 
whether he was supporting his suc- 
cessor, Gov. Franklin D, Roose- 
velt, for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination next year. 

“I don’t think I shoulda be asked 
to say who I am supporting at «a 
time like this,” he replied: “The 
Democratic nominee will be select- 
ed by a body far more: important 
than 1 am—the Democratic Na~ 
tional Convention.” 


A reporter inquired if it was true 
that Smith’s relations with Gov. 
Roosevelt were not so friendly as 
they once were, and he _ replied: 
“There’s nothing to that; absolute- 
ly nothing to it—except in the 
newspapers.” 

Alluding to efforts that had been 
made to keep prohibition out of the 
National Committee’s discussions, 
someone asked Smith what he 
thought of the prospects for har- 
mony at the meeting. 

No Harmony Among Democrats. 

“Harmony,” he snorted, chewing 
his cigar vigorously. “Who ever 
heard of harmony at a Democratic 
meeting? If that were true I 
should bezsin to get suspicious at 
once. It is impossible to find a 
question on which all can unite. 
Only from conflict of opinion and 
discussion do we make any 
progress. No, tomorrow will be a 
field day.” ' ! 

Smith disclosed that he expects 
to attend the next Democratic Na- 
tional Convention, and to make a 
fight there for a plank advocating 
modification of the eighteenth 
amendment and tariff revision. 
Asked if the Hawley-Smoot tariff 
act conformed to the principle of

The end came suddenly tothe 
second Earl, who once was acn- 
tenced by the House of Lords to 
three months, in prison on &@ 
.charge of bigamy. He was on the 
way to England from the Riviera. 
Stricken with a heart attack, he 
died in a Marseilles hotel. He was 
65 years old. : 

The second Ear! succeeded to his 
title when 13 years old.* At 25 he 
married Mabel Scott, daughter of 
Sir Claude Scott. He obtgined a 
divorce at Reno; Nevada, and while 
still in Nevada married Molije Cook 
of Galway, daughter of the Bishop 
of Kilmore and herself twice di- 
vorced. 

When . he revarned to England 
the courts refused to uphold the 
Nevada divorce and he was charged 
with bigamy. The House of Lords 
trial followed. 

After serving his term he was 
reinstated in the House of Lords 
and thereafter took an active inter- 
est in politics. Since 1929 he had 
{been Parliamentary Undersecretary 
for India. 

But his matrimonial difficulties 
continued. His first Wife, the first 
Countess Russell, obtained a di- 
vorce and he went through the for- 
mality of a second marrage with 
the second Countess, who shortly 
thereafter div@tced him. In 1916 
he married Countess Arnim, a 
widow and author. She survives. 
Bertrand Russell has gained re- 
nown for the freedom of thought 
in his writings on mysticism, mar- 
riage and morals, international af- 
fairs and other subjects. His works 
fare prohibited in the Irish Free 
State,

LONDON, March 5.—The Brit- 


ish House 6f Commons last night 
passed the alternative vote clause 
in..the Government’s electoral re- 
form bill revising English’ voting 


methods. 

Although it was opposed by’ the 
conservatives with one of their 
heaviest votes of the present ses- 
sion, the clause was carried by The 
liberals and laborites by 277 to 261 
—a margin of 26. Twelve, labor 
left wingers abstained from voting 
and 20 liberals were absent. 

Although widely used in Aus- 
tralia, alternative voting ftadically 
changes the method of British elec- 
tions and is regarded as the great- 
est change since the great reform 
acts of 1831.. It operates by each 
voter making a first choice of his 
ballot, and then indicating a second 
choice. 

Workings of Plan. 

In a three-cornered race, if the 
leading candidate fails to get a 
clear majority, over the man in 
second place, the votes of the third 
eandidate which are specified as 
second choice for either of tlfé oth- 
ers will be counted for the man 
indicated. This makes it possible 
for the second high man to nose 
out the leader on the basis of sec- 
ond choices. 

It was this point that appealed 
to the liberals, for they hope 
thereby to gain seats in,many con- 
stituencies where at present they 
run second. 

The conservatives said the bill 
was the resuit of a trade between 
David Lloyd George and Prime 
Minister MacDonald, whereby labor 
supported the electoral bill to re- 
pay the liberals for their aid in the 
trade disputes measure and others.

* Lords Yet to Act. 

But despite’ the success of the 
coalition ‘last night, the electoral 
bill is still far from the statute 
books. The House of Lords is the 
principal obstacle, and if the peers 
refuse to concur in the measure it 
will be returned to the commons 
for further action,

Immovable Property. : 
“17)—(a) Immovable property 
of which possession has been taken 


under Ordinance 9 of 1930 will 
be returned in accordance with the 
provisions of the ordinance. 

“(b) Land and other immovable 
property In possession of the Gov-| 
ernment which has been forfeited 
or attached in connection with re- 
alization of land revenue or other 
dues will be returned, unless the 
collector of: the district has reason 
‘to believe that the defaulter will 
contumaciously refuse to pay dues 
recoverable from him within a rea- 
Bohable period, Pin 

“In deciding what is a reasonable 
period, special regard will be paid 
to cases in which the _ defaulter,
